TO HIS EXCELLENCY, GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK, EARL OF CARLISLE, K.G., LORD 
LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May it Please Your Excellency, 

Wc have the honour to present to your Excellency our Tenth Report on the Introdoc- 
.Lujiatic Asylums of Ireland, and to state that the general condition of these institutions Toax * 
is satisfactory, various alterations having been effected in them since the date of our last 
Report. 

The old buildings, erected thirty years ago, are gradually losing much of their original 
gloominess and prison-like appearance, while modern improvements, tending to the 
comfort, well-being, and efficient treatment of the patients in them, have been introduced, 
or arc in process of being so. As in our preceding reports the necessity for these altera- 
tions and improvements has been brought under your Excellency’s notice, and at the 
same time urged on the consideration of different local Boards, it would he but a simple 
repetition to refer again to them in detail. We may, however, assure your Excellency, 
that it has been our unceasing endeavour to ameliorate the condition of the insane classes 
in this country, whether located in public or private asylums ; and in regard to the 
former, wc feel bound to add that our suggestions and wishes have, for the most part, 
been cordially acceded to by local authorities. Every disposition to provide suitable 
accommodation for our lunatic poor is manifested by tlie gentry and community in 
general, now that they are satisfied of the utility thereof, and made acquainted, not alone 
with the extent to which insanity exists throughout the country, but with the social dan- 
gers and disadvantages that are likely to ensue unless active and prompt steps be taken to 
counteract its progress. In furtherance of this object during the two years just elapsed, 
we have not failed to express our conviction of the necessity of securing an ample accom- 
modation for the insane poor, when bringing the subject under the notice of the Boards of 
Governors of District Asylums. We have also attended on Grand Juries for the purpose 
of placing before them the requirements of their different counties, as shown by statistical 
returns, as well as the advantages likely to be derived from the breaking up of large 
districts or those where two or three counties had but one asylum between them. In 
fact our object so far has been to establish the general principle, that where a county 
comprises a very extensive area, or contains a population bordering on 200,000, a 
separate asylum Avould prove the most advantageous. The greater expense to be 
incurred by the erection of a new institution as compared with, that of enlarging ap^| 
old one, and the consequent employment of a second staff, constituted, in the opinb 
of some parties, the main objection to this principle ; it being agreed on all hands tf 
additional accommodation of some kind was required, as at Carlow, Defry, Lime” 
and elsewhere. Differences arose, however, as to whether it would he more advi? 1 
that fresh districts should be formed, or existing asylums enlarged. Your Excel 1

minutely inquired into tlie particulars of each case, and, on mature consideration de- 
cided in favour of a separation in all, thus exercising the powers vested in the Lord 
Lieutenant by the 1st & 2nd George IV., cap. 33. 

Orders in Council have been accordingly issued for the erection of an asylum in Wex- 
ford county, detached from the Carlow district ; for the erection of an asylum in Clare 
for that county alone, detached from Limerick ; for the erection of an asylum in Mayo’ 
separated from Galway and Roscommon ; for the erection of an asylum at Letterkenny for 
the county of Donegal, separated from Londonderry; and for the erection of an asylum at 
Monaghan for that county, separated from the Armagh district. The Grand Jury of the

adjoining county of Cavan, detached also from Armagh, wishes to unite with Monaghan 
and to build in common an institution of suitable dimensions. As the two counties are 



small and contain between them a population of 280,000, the proposed arrano-ement if 
sanctioned by your Excellency, cannot but prove fiscally advantageous to both° while’ in 
other respects there exists no serious objection to its being carried into effect. ’

The very limited accommodation for the populous and extensive county of Tipperary 
has, for some years, teen much felt in the district, and observed on by us both personally at 
the Local Board and in official reports. The asylum happens to be situated in tie south 
east corner of the district, and is available for 140 inmates only. We recommended the 
establishment of a second institution in the vicinity of Nenagh for the North Riding of 
the county. The Governors, however, as well as the Grand Juries of both ridings 
advocated, on the score of economy, the formation of an auxiliary asylum at Clonmel and 
memorialed your Excellency to permit the purchase of the old workhouse (at the ’time 
unoccupied) to be fitted up and appropriated for the reception of 160 patients. The 
necessary works are now in progress for the conversion of the premises to their intended 
object. It is doubtful, however, whether this project will prove as satisfactory to the 
countv as was anticipated bv its nrnmntpvs J ■,

It has been found to 
exercise a very soothing influence, and the patients themselves are reported as by no means 
adverse to its employment. Considering that the simple hot-bath has long been regarded 
as a valuable adjunct m the treatment of mental disease, it is but reasonable to inffr that 
the Turkish would produce more marked results. In proportion, however, to its powers 
caution should be observed m its use. The cost was about £180, including fitments by 
which a portion of the heat generated in it, and which otherwise would be wasted m

lunatic poor simp or ted by public contribution. Fourteen years ago, when we numbered 
a population of over seven millions, our District Asylums contained but 2,600 patients: 
they are now available for 4,500, while orders in Council have been framed for Asylums 
to receive an aggregate of about 1,500 more. The public mind was not formerly as 
now, impressed with the necessity— not alone in a social, but eventually even in ’an 
economic point of view— of having special institutions for the insane. At present as 
we have already stated, but one sentiment would seem to pervade it, and which is evidenced 
by a general inclination to adopt every reasonable measure that could tend to the cure or 
alleviation of mental disease. 

Assuming the actual and projected accommodation above referred to for the insane Provable 
Poor. t0 amount, when in full working order, to 6,400 beds (if not an exact a very expenditure - 
proximate calculation) ; and estimating, on an average, the maintenance of each’ patient 
at ±20 a-year, the whole actual expenditure would be £128,000, which, levied on the 
Jjrand Jury valuation, will be as near as possible 2 \d. in the pound— a levy, however 
independent of that for the erection of buildings and the purchase of land, which ad’ 
vanced m the first instance by Government, is repayable in fourteen years, the original 
sum not bearing interest. b 

With reference to the general result of treatment in Irish District Asylums during Besuitsof 
the two years which this report embraces, the cures calculated on admissions have been treatment: 

46-64 as against 4871 in the preceding biennial period ; or, taking the daily average of & B " p ' 
patients, as 14-86 against 16. Though, therefore, not quite so successful as before, they 
still continue to hold a first place. The mortality, principally from pulmonary and 
cerebral affections, amounting to 705 on a total of 10,740 under treatment, constitutes 
the percentage of only 6*56. On ten deaths coroner’s inquests were held as being sudden 
or accidental. In one instance alone was culpability from negligence recorded against the 
attendant m charge. As our visitations to District Asylums, whether for the purposes 
of inspection or of attending at Beard meetings, are very frequent — annually averaging to 
each from five to six — and as all correspondence connected with them, in regard to con- 
tracts and the examination of quarterly estimates and expenditure, or matters of discipline, 
occ-, is carried on through our office, we are enabled from personal observation to report to 
your Excellency that the}' are, on the whole, conducted in a very satisfactory manners 
under the immediate control of local Governors, many of whom take a deep interest 
thmr successful management and the welfare of their inmates. 

he regular attendances of Chaplains specially attached to asylums continues to be r ^ 

lowed, as we have every reason to know, with marked benefit to a large number of ’ 
inmates of our public asylums; in fact, we believe, that in no institutions do the outv 
ministrations of religion produce a more humanizing effect than in those for the in 1 
It is therefore with deep concern we have to observe that in one asylum alone i 
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three kingdoms — that at Belfast — the majority of a most influential, liberal, and highly 
AsTwiMg. enlightened Board, deny admission with the means of carrying on divine worship, to 
— clergymen duly appointed for that desirable purpose. Independently of the solace which 
would be afforded to many of an afflicted class, whose perceptions of the consolations of 
Christianity are not obscured by delusions, however strong, on other less important sub- 
jects, we cannot see on wliat reasonable grounds the possible contingency of an abuse 
can justify a total disuse of means calculated to bestow a comfort on the insane ; or, 
leaving the religious element out of the question, why so powerful an agent on the human 
mind for remedial purposes, when judiciously brought to bear on it, should be rejected, 
as in the just-named asylum. 

oceu^tton As a general rule, the patients in District Asylums are industriously employed both in 
and recrea- and out of doors; and while their comforts and sanitary condition are carefully attended 
tlon ‘ to, means of amusement are not neglected. At the Richmond, Sligo, Belfast, and some 
other Institutions, there are regularly trained bands of music, with apartments specially allo- 
cated for the purposes of recreation; while in the first-named or Metropolitan, besides those 
females who are engaged in industrial pursuits, there is a class of from fifty to sixty who 
are instructed by competent teachers in reading, writing, figures, singing, &c., &c.; and so 
satisfied are we, from the result, that a continued system of tuition must prove beneficial 
to the insane, by giving a fixity to their thoughts, and diverting them from the subject 
of their delusions, that in those institutions where the number of patients will justify the 
application, we intend seeking assistance, through a grant of books and other requisites 
from the Board of National Education. 



But desirous as we are to promote in every way the amusement of the inmates of our 
District Hospitals, and to afford them every means of in and out-door occupation suited 
to their antecedents, it should not be forgotten that a large proportion of them is com- 
posed of agricultural labourers, and of individuals from the humblest walks in life. In 
England, on the contrary, while the insane of a similar position are located to a consider- 
able extent in licensed houses, or, for the sake of economy, in the lunatic wards of union 
buildings, the regularly constructed borough and county asylums, erected at a cost fully 
one-third greater than ours, are peopled, for the most part, from the artisan and better 

instructed classes, and from the shopkeeping and farming communities both alike 

accustomed to many domestic comforts, and to which the rural population of this country, 
it must be admitted, are as yet strangers in no small degree. Nevertheless, although for 
all practical purposes there may exist an equal amount of substantial advantages in’ Irish 
asylums, as shown in the average scale of dietary, clothing, &c., which obtains in them 
as well os in the attention paid to direct personal necessities, remedial and other, but 
above all, in an undeviating humanity towards the insane, it should not he a matter 
of surprise if, considering the relative social condition of their inmates, a deficiency of 
■ furniture, carpeting, and ornament is noticeable in them, as contrasted with many of the 
more, expensively supported establishments in the sister kingdom. Comparisons liavino- 
occasionally been made between these similar institutions of either country, Avith reference 
principally to their interior arrangements, wishing to uphold, but in a spirit of candid 
emulation, the character and usefulness of our own, we have entered on these explanatory 
remarks ; and would further state for your Excellency’s satisfaction that, while many of 
our institutions are kept with a most creditable taste and neatness, no lono- er presenting 
that nakedness hitherto so much complained of, in all , under the careful superintendence 
of their Resident Medical Officers, order, regularity, and a regard to outward comforts are 
steadily progressing from day to day, with an extension of certain improvements origi- 
nated m this, and which are being adopted in other countries. ° 

i For some time past, one institution, that at Maryborough, has been a source of con 
siderable difficulty to us, owing to misunderstandings between the Resident and Visitiiio- 
Physicians, which have placed the Asylum in rather an unenviable light before the public 
We trust, however, that the late Commission of Inquiry, and new rules passed in Council’ 
will bring round a more agreeable state of things; and that the « forbearance and con- 
sideration for the feelings of others,” the absence of which, hitherto, formed the subject of 
' remark m the Chief Secretary’s Letter of the 4th December, 1 860, will be duly regarded 
We shall be happy, however, when an opportunity offers, to see the Resident Physician 

f s himself naturally anxious for a change, transferred to another Asylum. ’ 

i have already (Ninth Report, page 14) expressed our views in regard to the expe- 
y of having Consulting or Visiting Physicians attached to District Asylums, stating 
g other reasons that the satisfaction and sense of security which their appointment 
ed the public at large was a strong argument in favour of their continuance. 

U fuily entertaining the same opinion, we are not the less satisfied that the status 
t Resident Medical Superintendents, who, as a body, are devoted to their duties, ought 
distinctly recognised, and as being directly responsible for the well-being of the insti- 
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tutions intrusted to their care, that their managerial position should be upheld intact. Bhwmct 
F or these desirable objects, among many others, a new code of rules and regulations are £££££. 
being prepared after mature deliberation, for. we hope, the more cordial and efficient v — 
management of Irish District Asylums, and which, if sanctioned by your Excellency in SJ. 
Council, will have the full force of a statute. tions. 

A detailed statement of the expenses incurred for the support and maintenance of Average 
District Asylums m Ireland, during the period embraced in this Report, will be found as cos - °f 
usual in the Appendix, from which it will be seen that, notwithstanding considerable out- “ amtenance - 
lays for certain repairs and improvements already referred to, and charged to current 
account, the average cost per head shows but a trifling increase in the last two years, being 
£20 5s. 7a. as against £19 19s. 2d. in the two preceding. In further explanation, it may 
be remarked, that extensive alterations which have been going on in the old buildings 
at the Richmond and other Asylums since 1859, have materially increased the annual 
cost of these institutions, and thus tended to raise the averages of all the rest. 

It may not be here out of place, as being in itself a subject of considerable import- Relative cost 
ance, to refer to the cost of maintenance of lunatics in regular Asylums and that for ? f ^ un , atic8 
the same parties in gaols and poorhouses. In gaols the expense is certainly not below Gaoisf imd B ‘ 
that m Asylums, if it be similarly calculated; on the contrarv, we apprehend it will be Poorhoil6e8 - 
found considerably higher, amounting to nearly £24 per head per annum. In poorhouses 
ordinary paupers, including infants, are maintained, one with another, for about £10 5s. 
a-year each ; but this average cost of poorhouses does not include the various items of expen- 
diture— for example, establishment charges, repairs, and incidents of all denominations., 
which are debited m the current maintenance account to the inmates of Irish Asylums-- 
neither does it represent the extra allowances for better food and raiment generally 
granted in unions to the insane themselves. In regard, therefore, to the lunatics therein 
the average of £10 5s. is an underestimate; it approaches probably nearer £13 a-year’ 
and in some poorhouses the benevolence of Guardians towards the lunatic will be found 
to raise Ins cost of maintenance still higher. Thus the difference of support is not so very 
great on the public rates as between Asylums on the one part and gaols and workhouses 
combined on the other. Speaking prospectively— that is, when the full accommodation 
already projected will have been carried out— it may be in excess of the present aggregate 
expenditure by from £35,000 to £40,000 a-year for the whole of Ireland; a sum, alter all, 
to be charitably, we will add, economically expended, as thereby we best aid in alleviating 
the saddest of all visitations ; while by applying curative remedies, when fair hopes of 
recovery may be entertained, we prevent, as far as lies within our power, the insane from 
becoming fixed and incurable burthens on society. In corroboration of this latter fact 
we would refer your Excellency to the result given in Table III., App. B., from which it (Vide A PP . 
appears that when a prompt and judicious system of treatment is adopted, one which in an p - 29 > 
Asylum alone can be efficiently carried out, the recoveries are beyond comparison greater 
than those at later periods; while the neglected lunatic, be he in prison, in the workhouse, 
or in his own cottage — deprived of the advantages of an early treatment, dangerous perhaps 
to himself or others — is likely during life to become a tax on the rate-payers of his district. 

But far more deplorable consequences may accrue from pauper lunatics being at large, 
in the propagation of the disease itself through illegitimate children, and for the most 
part in its worst form, that of idiocy. 



The District Asylums originally constructed in Ireland, nine in number, were built by Commis- 
Commissioners expressly appointed for the purpose under 1 & 2 Geo. 4, cap. 33. The ear- 
liest was commenced in 1825, and the latest of them in 1835. Subsequently, the power of 
these Commissioners vested (1835) in the Board of Public Works, and continued so until 
the year 1856, when the authority of that Board, so far as lunatic asylums were con- 
cerned, was superseded by the 17 & 18 Vic. Under the provisions of the last named Act, 
your Excellency, by an Order in Council, dated February, 1860, appointed a new ( vdeA VV F 
Board of Control, the four Commissioners being Sir Richard Griffith, Bart., Colonel p- ^0 
M Kerlie, R.E., and the two Inspectors. The first meeting of the Board was held in 
April, 1860, since which tune it has been engaged in furthering the details connected 
with the erection and establishment of the asylums already referred to. In doing so, its 
desire has been to co-operate on all occasions with Boards of Governors, or Committees 
appointed by Grand Juries, and to obviate, as much as possible, any future cause of com- 
plaint on the part of landed proprietors, from their wishes not being consulted when a 
large expenditure was at stake. 

POORHOUSES. Pookhocses. 

In these establishments we find an increase of the number of lunatics. On the 1st of 
April, 1859, there were in them 2,047 individuals labouring under some form or other 
of mental disease, while, at a corresponding date in the present year, there were 2,534 of 
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the same classes. In many of the unions which we visit, the simply idiotic and imbecile, 
as well as those labouring under epilepsy, except it be to a violent degree, are distributed 
generally throughout the establishment mixing with the ordinary inmates. In some 
poorhouses, particularly those adjoining cities or large towns, as in the North and South 
Dublin Unions, at Kilkenny, Limerick, Belfast, Derry, &c., there are lunatic wards in 
which, so for as the locality admits of, great humanity is shown towards the patients 
some of whom, old and infirm, are continually confined to bed; others are melancholic’ 
or noisy and refractory, exhibiting occasionally dangerous tendencies, but at all times’ 
requiring that constant and judicious supervision which can only be afforded in properly 
constructed buildings. The most marked deficiency which we notice in poorhouses is the 
utter want of means of classification and facilities for out-door exercise and employment 
or for suitable in-door occupation, the same crowded apartments being indiscriminately 
used for patients under every type of disease; and being occupied also both as day and 
sleeping rooms, are necessarily ill-ventilated. In fact we cannot imagine a more melan- 
choly existence than a prolonged confinement within the dark and narrow precincts 
allotted m some unions to lunatics, who, under more favourable circumstances, might be 
restored to society. ° 

As immediately connected with poorhouse arrangements, we would here inform your 
Excellency that, in the course of 1859, when the subject of increased accommodation for the 
insane poor of certain districts was under consideration, a strong feeling existed amongst a 
large section of influential landholders, that some union buildings might be judiciously and 
economically converted to lunatic purposes; inasmuch as from the prosperous condition of 
Ireland for the three or four preceding years, the number of their pauper inmates had 
so materially decreased as to render them at the time all but untenanted. The question 
was discussed on different occasions by Mr. Cardwell, Sir Thomas Larcorn, Mr. Power 
Chairman of the Poor Law Board, and the Inspectors. 

, With regard to the future contingent wants of the country, it was urged by Mr. Power 
that an ample provision should be in readiness, and that it would not be competent in the 
present state of the law, to interfere with the existing poorhouses ; moreover, as they actually 
served for local or district infirmaries, the suppression of any one of them would be a 
toect mjushoe to the sick poor of the area to which it belonged. The Inspectors objected,

Within the last two years thirty patients have been admitted to and seventeen discharged 

B 
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from it. Of the latter, three were liberated, on their recovery, through the clemency of your 
Excellency ; seven were discharged as sane, on the expiration of their sentence ; three 
were remitted cured to convict prisons, and five were sent by the Inspectors, at the end of 
the legal period of confinement, to the asylums of the districts to which they appeared to 
belong. Thus, of the total discharged, twelve had been restored to reason. 

As indicating the general principle of our management, we may remind your Excel- 
lency, to whom all documents connected with the admission and discharge of patients are 
referred for decision, that the greatest caution is exercised in any recommendation 
emanating from our office ; and that, as a rule, when the offence committed has been of 
an aggravated or serious nature against the person, a full year’s probation of sanity, with 
a certificate of undeviating good character, is required by us prior to forwarding any 
favourable report of the party. When also there is a reasonable doubt as to the mental 
condition of the offender at the period of the commission of the offence, or where he has 
evinced no genuine symptoms of lunacy after its perpetration — furthermore, should a 
strong and any thing like a justifiable prejudice exist in the public mind, or should per- 
sonal apprehensions be harboured by the injured party (and such instances are not rare), 
we are most unwilling to interfere. At the present moment, besides others, there are 
three homicides quite rational, who have been so for a considerable time — we might even 
say since their reception — but on whose behalf we have as yet taken no steps. Increased 
experience continuing to impress us with a belief, the expression of which we have already 
hazarded, that the act of the lunatic in nine cases out of ten, let it eventuate even in 
murder, is perhaps more a symptom or the result of disease than aught besides — the casual 
product of some passing excitement or strong delusion — when a party becomes thoroughly 
sane and continues. so for a lengthened period, unless there be special reasons to the 
reverse, we feel justified in recommending the exercise of clemency ; and, therefore, do not 
yield to. any abstract prejudice hostile to the liberation of a recovered criminal lunatic 
whose disposition and behaviour brought continually under our observation, have given 
satisfaction to. the Resident Physician, Dr. Corbet, and whose sanity has been conjointly 
certified by him and the Yisiting Physician. One fact is certain, namely, that some of 
the best behaved and, in disposition, the kindliest of those in the Criminal Asylum at 
Dundrum, have unfortunately deprived some of their fellow-beings of life. We do not 
mean, however, to ignore the existence of strong homicidal propensities among the insane, 
and combined with them a most, dangerous and studied adaptation of the means to the end — 
greater perhaps than exists in connexion with any other delusion of the human mind. 

Since the opening of the Central. Asylum, the number of patients who have obtained 
free discharges amount to 28 ; and it is gratifying to us to be able to state that, up to this 
date, there has not been, as far as we are aware of, any instance of misconduct on the part 
of the persons so discharged. 

Were we to specify individuals of any particular class with whom we have a difficulty, 
these would be confined principally, if not wholly, to patients reported from the convict 
prisons as becoming insane. Fully bearing out the truism of a method being in madness, 
labouring under the influence of their own perverted minds, they are systematically the 
same m conduct. For the most part intractable, and, as we stated in a previous Report, 
irom the bad example they give, “if the structural arrangements of the building admitted 
it, we should place them apart in probationary wards.” Some of them have been evidently 
malingering. One convict, charged with a simple felony, and who had been in the asylum 
but a short tune, effected his escape. He was recaptured soon after, and immediately 
sent back to prison. J 

In reporting to the Executive on cases returned to our Office under the head of criminal 
as. a rule we have not advised the admission of those whose type, whether of insanity or 
criminality, did not m our opinion justly constitute them “state prisoners f for we felt 
acting in a spirit of fairness between the public rate-payer on the one hand and Govern- 
ment on the other, that unless some line of demarcation was drawn, we might expect 
to see, at no remote day, the large class of persons committed as dangerous lunatics to 
a ?- d apprehended after having committed, meditated, or attempted to commit some 
indictable offence, converted on trial into criminal lunatics, and thus by “ right of title” 
made claimants for admission into the Dundrum Asylum. It is no unfrequent occurrence 
tor a lunatic to be arrested in the act of committing some very trivial offence— 
such as tearing his neighbour’s coat, breaking a window, or inflicting a blow— for 
any ot winch transgressions he might he afterwards acquitted on the plea of insanity or, 
on arraignment, found incompetent to plead. Had we yielded to the numerous cases - 
reported as being criminals according to the letter of the law, and urged on our atten- 
tion by local authorities, the Asylum should have been enlarged for double the number 
Df its present patients.

We regret we cannot speak so.favourably in regard to the families of lunatics, who, in too 
many instances utterly neglect their afflicted relatives, and think they have fulfilled every 
thiir and l°d al obll .f a ! lon ,^7 Pacing them m safe custody at a distance from home, m 
it their malady entailed a disgrace on those connected with them. Numerous, far too 
numerous are the cases m which the ties of kindred would seem to have been altogether 
obliterated— montns nay, years passing without an enquiry being made by a brother for 
a brother, or a child for a parent ; and it has not unfrequently occurred, when we thought 
it incumbent on us to direct the discharge of a patient as fit, if not for full liberty, at least 
for trial that strong objections have been urged against our interference, and a sort of 
personal responsibility endeavoured to be fixed upon us in regard to the future. 

Within the last two years four new asylums have been licensed : three in the County * 
Dublin and the other in Armagh. Of the former one is in connexion with the establish- h 
ment at Lucan, m which eighty-six lunatics belonging to the House of Industry and 
supported by Government, are at present located. These patients, we may observe are 
very kindly and carefully attended to; they are visited regularly every month, ’and 
reported on by us for the information of the Treasury. As exemplifying the longevity of 
lunatics when properly cared for, these parties will be found to average between sixtv 
and seventy years of age, and one with another are nearly thirty years in hospital. The

We have, on several occasions, remarked upon tlie want of an asylum for a class of 1 
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patients who, unable to pay the ordinary stipend in a private institution, and not beino- 
paupers, are ineligible for admission into public asylums, and cannot therefore but regard 
an establishment of an intermediate character most advisable in every point of view. *The 
first private or mixed establishment — indeed the first asylum of any kind erected in 
Ireland — was in 1745, that by the celebrated Dean Swift. Though subject to our inspec- 
tion it is not a regularly licensed asylum, being on a charitable foundation. We believe 
the sphere of its utility could be very extensively increased. It is unfortunately situated 
in a most inappropriate locality, and very deficient, from its original construction, in many 
necessaries. The Hospital is under the control and management of a Board of Governors 
of the highest social position and most benevolently disposed, and at the same time, while 
having a Resident Medical Superintendent, visited by two Physicians of great eminence. 
We are satisfied that were the site changed to a more rural position, and a new and 
. perfect edifice erected, replete with modern improvements, as recommended in a letter 
addressed to a Governor of the Asylum by one of the Inspectors, the change would prove a 
great boon to the public, while patients who are now detained in one or two private 
licensed houses, that could well be spared, might be transferred to it, even on the small 
terms they can afford to pay. 

The Retreat at Donnybrook, belonging to the Society of Friends, is another mixed 
private asylum, some of the inmates being admitted free, others paying from £80 to £l 60 
a-year. We have every reason to speak in unqualified terms of satisfaction of this estab- 
lishment. 

The third and last of the charitable asylums, the St. Vincent's, is now in its fourth 
year of operation, for the reception of persons in the better classes of life, some of whom 
are in a condition to pay ; others whose means are very limited, or have been reduced to 
poverty, are maintained free. . On a former occasion we reported very favourably of its 
management. It continues in every way to deserve our commendation and when the 
extensions now m progress are completed, and which are being conducted with a due 
regard to all the requisites for the comfort and well-being of the insane, St. Vincent’s 
Asylum will prove a very useful addition to the private lunatic establishments of this 
country. It is self-supporting, and conducted by a religious community of ladies, who 
derire no emoluments whatever from their self-imposed duties. The inmates, who m all 
females are mated daily hy Dr. Fitzpatrick, than whom, from Ids professional character, 
no gentleman can be more suited to the task. 1

seen, that while the sexes generally are all but equal as to numbers, being 2,165 males 
and 2, 124 females, a marked difference exists between the respective proportions as regards 
marriage and celibacy. F or instance, in 983 returned as married, 429 are males and 554 
females ; and, on the contrary, of 2,914 set down as single, 1,617, are women and only 
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1,297 men; in the relative number of the widowed the disproportion would appear still 
greater, there being only 68 males to 204 females. The explanation of this discrepancy 
exists,, we believe, in the fact that the moral causes of insanity, which find their origin in 
the griefs and anxieties incidental to married life, press less heavily on man than on the 
sensitive mind of woman ; while as regards widowhood, the woman, deprived of her 
natural support, and thrown perhaps on the world, must feel her position more acutely 
than a man correspondingly situated. In married life, it may also be added, the protec. 
tion of home exercises a salutary influence on the conduct of the male sex, whilst amono- 
umarried men, on the contrary, continued dissipation in early life, irregular hours and 
among other causes we are disposed to enumerate the immoderate use of tobacco (so 
injurious to the nervous system), act as predisposing causes to mental affections. 

From Table XIII., exhibiting the educational condition of patients in Irish asylums it 
would seem that out of 4,289 individuals, 266 only are well educated; 625 read and write 
well, and 974 read and write indifferently; so that the remainder, or 56 per cent, may be 
taken as uneducated. In one institution belonging to an agricultural district and con- 
taining 333 inmates, 36 alone can read and write well ; while in another large asylum 
connected with an important manufacturing city in the north, with 357 patients .taken from 
a mixed community, the small number of 19 represents the fairly educated • facts fully 
bearing out the remark already made by us with regard to the social condition of the 
classes from which public asylums in Ireland are mainly peopled. 

Tables XVI. and XVII. afford very satisfactory data, as from them we find that the 
daily average of both sexes employed in asylums constitutes nearly two-thirds of their 
inmates, in 1861, 557 males were engaged in farm labour, while the produce from the 
total quantity of land under cultivation, after the payment of every exuense left n not 
profit of £2,336 10,.

Order in Council Appointing Commissioners for Control, &c., of Lunatic Asylums. 



By the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland. 
Carlisle. 

Whereas byan Act made and passed inaSessionof Par- 
liamentlioldeniutheFifty-seveuthyearofllislateMajesty 
King George the Third, intituled “ An Act to Provide 
for the Establishment of Asylums for the Lunatic Poor 
in Ireland,” it was, amongst other things, enacted, that 
it should and might be lawful for the Lord Lieutenapt, 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, by and 
with the advice of His Majesty’s Privy Council in Ire- 
land, to nominate and appoint any persons, not exceed- 
ing Eight in number, to be Commissioners for General 
Control and Correspondence, and for the Superintend- 
ing and Directing the Erection, Establishment, and 
Regulation of all such Asylums. 

And whereas by another Act made and passed in the 
Session of Parliament holden in the First and Second 
year of His late Majesty King George the Fourth, 
intituled “ An Act to make more Effectual Provision for 
the Establishment of Asylums for the Lunatic Poor, and 
for the Custody of Insane Persons charged with Offences 
in Ireland,” the said recited Act of the Fifty-seventh 
year of His late Majesty King George the Third, was, 
together with an Act passed in the First year of His 
late Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled “ An 
Act to amend an Act of the Fifty-seventh year of His 
late Majesty for the Establishment of Asylums for the 
Lunatic Poor in Ireland,” repealed, save as to matters 
done under those Acts ; and it was amongst other things 
enacted, that it should and might be lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland, by and with the advice of His Majesty's Privy 
Council in Ireland, to nominate and appoint auy persons, 
not exceeding Eight in number, to be Commissioners for 
General Control and Correspondence, and for the Super- 
intending and Directing the Erection, Establishment, 
and Regulation of all such Asylums. 

And whereas an Act was passed in the Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth year of the Reign of Her present Ma- 
jesty, Chapter 109, to be cited for all purposes as “The 
Lunatic Asylums’ Repayment of Advances (Ireland) 
Act, 1855,” and it is thereby, amongst other things, 
enacted, that from and after the passing of the said Act, 
it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant in 
Council to revoke any appointment heretofore made, or 
purporting to have been made, under the said recited 
Act of the First and Second Georgo the Fourth, as the 
Lord Lieutenant in Council may think fit, and to appoint, 
from time to time, as vacancies may occur, any other 
persons (of whom the Chairman of the Commissioners 
of Public Works for the time being shall be one) to be 
Commissioners for General Control and Correspondence, 
and for the Superintending and Directing the Erection, 
Establishment, and Regulation of Asylums for the Luna- 
tic Poor in Ireland ; and it is thereby further provided, 
that all Lands and Hereditaments, and Property of what 
nature or kind whatsoever, which may have been ac- 
quired by, or vested in the said Commissioners for 
General Control and Correspondence, andfortbe Super- 
intending and Directing the Erection, Establishment, 
and Regulation of Asylums for the Lunatic Poor, or any 
of them, appointed, or purporting to have been appointed 
under the said recited Act of the First and Second Years 
of Ilis late Majesty King George the Fourth, should be, 
and are thereby to all intents and purposes vested in 
the Commissioners for the time being appointed, and to 
be appointed, under the said last recited Act. 

And whereas under the provisions of the said first 
recited Act, the following Gentlemen were appointed to 



bo Commissioners for General Control and Correspond- 
ence, and for the Superintending and Directing the 
Erection, Establishment, and Regulation of Asylums for 
the Lunatic Poor in Ireland, viz. :

To His Excellency George William Frederick, Earl 
of Carlisle, Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland. 



The Petition of the Laudowuers, Clergy, Freeholders, 
and Ratepayers of the City and County of London- 
derry, assembled by requisition to the High Sheriff, 

John Alexander, Esq., High Sheriff, in the Chair, 
Respectfully sheweth, 

That your Petitioners have heard with much 
regret that an Order in Council has been passed, divid- 
ing the present Lunatic Asylum District of London- 
derry and Donegal into two parts, one for each county. 

That the diminution of the extent of Lunatic Asy- 
lum Districts tends greatly to increase the expense on 
such diminished areas ; for example — iu Killarney, the 
only existing district in Ireland the valuation of which 
is under £300,000, the rate per pound chargeable to 
the ratepayers is double the average rate on the whole 
of Ireland.* 

That, iu the event of the separation of Londonderry 
and Donegal, they would form two of the smallest dis- 
tricts in Ireland. 

That, under these circumstances, even if Donegal was 
benefited by the change, Londonderry would have 
much cause to complain of being left to bear the entire 
expense of an establishment originally built for three 
counties, valued at £7 89,000. But, inasmuch as Donegal 
will be increased in taxation at least as much as London- 
derry, and has joined this county in petitioning your Ex- 
cellency against the change, Petitioners respectfully trust 
that your Excellency will not enforce a separation that 
is considered by the ratepayers so injurious to the inte- 
rests of both counties.* 

That your Petitioners fully recognise the duty of the 
ratepayers of this country to provide adequate accom- 
modation for the lunatic poor, and as fully admit that 
increased accommodation is necessary within their dis- 
trict, and that it is a great evil that such unfortunate 
persons should either be permitted to be at large 
or be committed to prison. But your Petitioners re- 
spectfully contend, that in order to effect this object it 
is not necessary to diminish the present district, already 
considerably below the average of Ireland, by separat- 
ing the counties of Londonderry and Donegal.* 

That your Petitioners respectfully suggest that a 
plan has been successfully carried out in Londonderry 
of drafting to the workhouse of the union harmless and 
incurable patients, thereby increasing within the asylum 
the means of accommodating the unfortunate patients 
requiring coercive treatment and more active medical 
care ; and, inasmuch as patients under this system are 
supported at half the expense they cost in asylums, 
Petitioners pray your Excellency that this plan may 
receive a fair trial, on a more extended scale. But,

even if this arrangement could not he carried' out, or, 
being carried out to a limited extent, were found inade- 
quate, Petitioners respectfully submit that increasing the 
building of the present asylum would be quite as effi- 
cient a means of .supplying the acknowledged want of 
accommodation, and could be effected for about one-fifth 
of the cost necessary for the buildings and increased 
staff required for a second asylum. 

That, geographically, the situation of the city of 
Londonderry, which was originally a city of Donegal, 
is as good for Douegal as Londonderry, and forms a con- 
venient locality for both counties, having extensive and 
easy communication with all parts of Donegal, and pos- 
sessing facilities for supplies greater than, could be had 
in any locality within that county. 

That your Petitioners estimate the additional cost 
upon the two counties for building and second staff con- 
sequent upon the separation, as follows : — : 

Cost of new buildings, &c., for Donegal, . . £40,000 

Repayment in fourteen years, . . per annum, £2,857 

Annual cost for second staff, . . per annum, 1,231 

Total extra annual charge on the two counties, £4,088* 

That Petitioners estimate the cost of buildings at 
£40,000, from the fact of three recently erected asylums, 
Killarney, Sligo, and Omagh, having cost £40,500 each, 
and Petitioners estimate cost of staff at £1,231, being 
the sum returned as actually paid in 1856 for London- 
derry Asylum. f 

Petitioners submit that, inasmuch as this year’s total 
charge upon the counties of Londonderry and Donegal, 
for maintenance of establishment, instalment for land, 
and repayment for Tyrone, is £5,051 18s. lief., the 
foregoing increase of £4,088 would be more than eighty 
per cent, upon the present taxation. 

That, so far as Petitioners can estimate, this increased 
amountof £4,088 would entail upon Donegalan increased 
annual taxation of £2,500, or eighty-tbree per cent, 
upon the present expenditure, and upon Londonderry 
an increased annual taxation of £1,588, or seventy-six 
per cent., for extra buildings and extra staff alone. 

Petitioners respectfully submit that your Petitioners 
are prepared cheerfully to submit to any increased charge 
which may be necessary for the proper support and safe 
keeping of such additional patients as may require re- 
lief, but the foregoing increase of £4,088 being for 
bniidings and official salaries alone, the ratepayers would 
be subject, in addition to said increase of £4,088, to a 
further large sum for the necessary maintenance of all 
additional patients requiring relief. How much such 
maintenance would cost Petitioners do not estimate; 
but if the new building is to be of any use, the amount 
must be considerable. 

That the object required — namely, accommodation for 
additional patients, can be fully attained by the enlarge- 
ment of the present Asylum, the position of which, as 
already stated, is particularly suitable for both counties; 
that there being upwards of thirteen acres within the 
walled enclosure, and fifteen acres additional, only 
separated by a road from the other premises, no pur- 
chase of land will be necessary ; and that the present 
staff, with a few additional nurses, will be quite adequate 
to the management of the increased number of patients.^ 
That Petitioners estimate the new building with any 
repairs necessary to the present house, at £10,000.

Under the foregoing circumstances, I directed the 
attention of his Excellency to the Act of the 1st and 
2nd George IV., which, regarding the subject of lunacy 
in its true light, as an exceptional one, and requiring 
specific legislation, empowered the Lord Lieutenant in 
Council to direct the providing of suitable accommoda- 
tion for the insane of all classes; and I respectfully sub- 
mitted, that those actually in asylums should not be 
placed in a less satisfactory position than they were in 
at present ; and that in case his Excellency, on con- 
sideration, should be pleased to sanction the maintenance 
of lunatics in poorliouses, that due provisions should be 
secured to them, in regard to the means of classification 
and employment out of doors, as well as to their dietary, 
clothing, and supervision. 

A desultory conversation subsequently took place as 
to the extent of lunacy in Ireland, when I remarked, 
that so far as statistics authorized me, I should consider 
one individual in every 800 of the population at large, 
as a fit subject for a regularly constituted asylum, ex- 
clusive of imbeciles, harmless epileptics, and certain 
idiots, who might be elsewhere located. I adduced in 
support of this observation, Kilkenny, Waterford, Lime- 
rick, Cork city, &c., where the proportion of insane 
belonging to them bore out this ratio fully. 

On reference being made by one of the deputation 
(Sir F. Heygate), to Donegal, I set down, as in accord- 
ance with the Report of the Royal Commissioners, 368 
lunatics as being unprovided for in the district (on this 
point speaking from memory, and in reply, I find I 
made a mistake — I should have said 338), which latter 
number, with the 223 in the Derry Asylum, on an ag- 
gregate population of 447,000, would, according to the 
statistics above referred to, be about one in 800. 

Asoc the question of allocating apoorbouse altogether 
to lunatic paupers the deputation did not feel disposed 
to raise an issue, I proceeded to give the reasons enter- 
tained by the Inspectors against the enlargementof the 
existing asylum at Derry, which, erected more than 
thirty years ago for the reception of 104 patients, had 
since been crowded to more than double that number, 
without any structural additions, but simply by the 
conversion of various apartments, store-rooms, work- 
shops, &c., into dormitories, thus materially interfering 
with the general economy and utility of the institution; 
for example, the day-rooms became too small for their 
occupants; there were no places set apart for indoor em- 
ployment; there was no space for lavatories or baths; 
there was neither a chapel nor infirmary; the laundry 
and the kitchen were inconvenient, being built for the 
use of one-half less inmates than the house actually con- 
tained. With an increase of patients, attendants ne- 
cessarily increase ; but it was not so in regard to accom- 
modation for the latter, or for resident officers. By 
reference to a map of the ground on which the buildings 
were erected, I endeavoured to show, that laterally the 
asylum could not be enlarged without touching on the 
boundary walls ; its front was costly, of cut stone, and 
could not be interfered with ; the right wing was only 
109 feet from the town road, or rather a street, on which 
houses were being erected in close proximity; the 
boundary wall on the left was 130 feet distant, beyond 
which were grounds belonging to the Foyle Seminary ; 
while in the rear, at a distance of 200 feet, commenced 
a rapid incline ; this rise averaged fifty feet, the highest 
point being sixty-five — the pitch of the asylum roof 
about forty. Under these circumstances, I submitted 
to his Excellency that the existing building, constructed 
for 104 patients, could not possibly be made the nucleus 
of an establishment, with suitable offices, for 420 or 450 
lunatics, and even if there was space enough to admit 
of enlargement (bearing in mind a now recognised doc- 
trine, first propounded in this country, and since adopted 
by the English Commissioners in Lunacy, viz., That no 
hospital for the insane should contain more than 300 
beds at the outside, both in a sanitary and fiscal point 
of view), the question would still exist as to the ad- 
vantages of erecting a second asylum in preference to 
enlarging the present. At this point Sir Hervey Bruce 



objected to a separate institution, from the double ex- 
pense which he conceived would be thereby entailed, 
and presented a calculation in detail of the comparative 
cost. I at once acknowledged there would be a certain 
difference, but still not to the apprehended extent; in 
the first place, as to servants and attendants, be the 
asylum large or small, or be there two distinct ones, it 
made no variation, as attendants were employed in pro- 
portion to the number of patients (say one of the former 
to twelve or fourteen of the latter); then, as to the staff 
or officers, the resident and visiting physicians, chap- 
lains, matron, &c., I remarked, that with a large increase 
of duties and responsibility, as when an asylum was 
doubled, it3 officers sought not only an addition to their 
salaries as a general rule, but that the Local Boards re- 
commended their applications through the Inspectors, 
for the sanction of the Lord Lieutenant, and frequently 
appointed assistants. 

With respect to a separate asylum for Donegal, I 
stated that the Inspectors still adhered to their recom- 
mendation, and for the reasons assigned in their Reports 
to the Lord Lieutenant, — that, as the institution at Deny 
was not central even for the county of Derry, it was still 
less so for. Donegal, which was more than twice as large, 
and contained a population greater by nearly 60,000, in 
consequence of which it would have to pay considerably 
more than its partner, either for enlarging the old, or 
erecting a new building at DeiTy, without a proportional 
benefit on account of the remoteness of its more distant 
portions, while, if a circle of twentyor thirtymiles’ diame- 
ter were described immediately round the asylum, little 
more than a third of it (exclusive of water), would belong 
to Donegal. I also observed that the farm at Derry 
would be too small for 420 or 450 patients ; that for 
such a number there should be one of from seventy to 
eighty acres, and that thus the purchase of from thirty- 
five to forty acres, to make up the difference, would be 
necessarily entailed, and which, in the immediate vicin- 
ity of so important a town as Derry, must be extremely 
high. In answer to a question from Sir Hervey Bruce, 
as to the quantity of ground proposed by me, I replied 
that the Commissioners in England fixed on an aero to 
four patients, but that we thought one to six would be 
sufficient. 

Subsequently Sir Richard Griffith expressed his views 
with reference to the size of asylums, and to conver- 
sations he had had on the subject with the English 
Board of Control. 

I trust in the preceding statement I shall appear to 
have given a faithful summary of the observations and 
opinions submitted by me at the late interview of the 
Derry deputation with his Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant ; and that although my colleague, Dr. Hatobell, 
and I may materially differ from the gentlemen com- 
posing it as to the most judicious course to be adopted, 
they will acquit us of all bias or prejudice, our sole 
desire being to act as best we can for the lunatic claims 
of the community at large. For my own part, I am 
free to acknowledge that, primd facie it appears a hard- 
ship on Derry (which took an initiative in lunatic cha- 
rities), that its two large and wealthier partners, Tyrone 
and Donegal, should separate from it, thus throwing an 
institution imperfect as to modern science, with its 
pecuniary responsibilities, on the smallest county, after 
a conjoint use of the premises for over thirty years. 
Still, under the authority of his Excellency, and on 
equitable grounds, I think the difficulty admits of a 
solution ; and that Derry, retaining it for itself alone, 
may improve the existing Asylum at a less outlay than 
if continuing to be associated with Donegal ; the insti- 
tution was enlarged to meet the necessities of both 
counties by an additional accommodation for 260 or 
300 patients.

. * ' iave to apologize for not writing to you sooner 
with reference to the suggestions made by me to theBoard 
when I had the pleasure of meeting it on the 2nd inst. 
at Swift’s Hospital. You were desirous of having mv 
opinions reduced to writing, that they might thus be 
more leisurely taken into consideration, 

I had previously remarked, on frequent occasions, the 
very backward condition of your institution, erected, no 
■doubt, at a time when little was practically understood 
of the treatment of insanity. As a lunatic Asylum it 
adm'ts of no proper system of classification, and has not 
sufficient ground to afford outdoor exercise and employ- 
ment to the number of inmates it contains. 

I believe I am correct in saying that within the last 
thirty years no material structural improvements have 
been or indeed conld well be, effected in it; hence its 
corridors are gloomy and insufficiently ventilated, par- 
ticularly those on the basement story, 'which, independ- 
ently of their dark and cheerless aspect, are damp and 
consequently liable to be more or less unhealthy espe- 
cially in the winter season. The sewerage 5s very 
deficient, the water-closets, for the most part, are ill- 
constructed and occasionally offensive; there are no 
proper baths, no suitable apartments for refractory 
dangerous, or dirty patients. J 

Such being generally the condition of the establisli- 
ment, the question naturally presents itself, can it be 
effectuaUy improved? . In my opinion tl.e concerns, as 
a whole, scarcely admit of any alteration for the better

£1,500 would be effected, which sum, accumulating 
from year to year, would in time afford an opportunity 
of extending the charity either to other places in the 
vicinity of the metropolis, or to some provincial towns; 
thereby not alone multiplying the most noble, perhaps, 
of all Christian foundations, but associating with them 
the name of Swift himself. 



“ Et nunc servat honos sedem tuus, ossague nomen, 
Hespcran'i in Magna, si qua est ea gloria signat.” 

In fixing on £80 a-year for the fourth class, I esti- 
mate that sum as being from 10 to 13 per cent, below 
the average charge in Private licensed houses. I do not 
wish to injure well-conducted establishments, neither do 
I think my proposal tends in that direction ; whilst I 
would procure for many inmates of inferior ones, as well 
as for other lunatics singly located, comforts to which 
they are now strangers. A very considerable amount 
of money is annually transmitted from this country for 
the support of lunatics belonging to it, and who, in the 
presumed absence of adequate accommodation at home, 
pay largely— even as high as £200 a-year— in England 
and elsewhere, and in hospitals, too, as at the Institu- 
tion near Perth, similar to the one which I now recom- 



Talring into account the enjoyments which the pre- 
sent inmates of St. Patrick’s Hospital would derive from 
a residence such as the one proposed (and they have a 
prescriptive right to bo fully considered in any future 
arrangement), and comparing them with the negation 
of mauy comforts, as well as a deficiency of curative 
advantages, unavoidable, from the nature of their pre- 
sent abode, we most all admit the existence of a very 
marked contrast. 



With regard to the intended accommodation for 200 
patients, and the mode of appropriating it, the Board of 
Governors should, as heretofore, have full and sole 
authority . I would, however, in a spirit of equity, take 
the liberty of suggesting (and in doing so I look to 
precedents m foundations of a charitable character, 
established in this and other countries, both prior and 
subsequent to the Reformation, and of which we have a 
recent instance near this city in the case of the Donny- 
brook Retreat, belonging to the “ Society of Friends”), 
that, as Bean Swift — a dignitary of the Established 
Church — had, out of an income solely derived from his 
benefice, erected and endowed St. Patrick’s, of the sixty- 
five free beds, twelve should be reserved for clergymen 
of his persuasion, or for immediate members of their 
families, suffering under the sad visitation of insanity. 
I would also allocate six beds in No. 2, and as many 
more in No, 3 class for a similar purpose. The clergy 
of the Established Church in Ireland of all grades 
number about 2,100 ; and assuming that their families 
average six persons, constituting an aggregate of 12,600 
persons, an ample provision would thus be secured to 
them, according to the ratio of insanity among the popu- 
lation at large. 

After this limited appropriation as suggested, there 
would remain 176 beds at the disposal of the Board, in 
the distribution of which I am satisfied the Governors 
of Swift s Hospital would not be influenced, one way or 
the other, by considerations of creed or party — the same 
privileges and the same freedom being alike conceded to 
all, in. that spirit of benevolence which has ever cha- 
racterized our public institutions for the insane. 

Having thus endeavoured, in accordance with my 
promise, to commit my views and opinions as concisely 
as possible to paper, it affords me much satisfaction to 
say that my colleague, Dr. Hatchell, whom I consulted 
on the subject of this communication, coincides with,

Docision of tile Loro Lieutenant on the subject of the Maryborough Investigation. 



Dublin Castlo, 4th December, 1860. 

Gentlemen, 

Referring to the correspondence which has taken 
lace relative to the District Lunatic Asylum at Mary- 
orougli, I am directed hy the Lord Lieutenant to state 
that His Excellency has had under his consideration 
the report of the investigation lately held at that place, 
and I am desired to express the deep regret which His 
Excellency feels at the proof thus afforded of the total 
want of harmony among the principal officers of that 
institution, by which alone the duties of the Asylum can 
bo efficiently carried on. 

I am further to state that His Excellency will take 
an early opportunity of removing Dr. Burton, whose 
duties are confined to the Asylum, to another institution 
of the same nature. His Excellency, at the same time, 
feels it no less necessary to impress on Dr. Jacob that, 



while sensible of the zeal he has displayed in the dis- 
charge of liis duties, His Excellency is of opinion, that 
hy forbearance and consideration for the feelings of 
those associated with him, much of the inconvenience 
and discord which have prevailed in the Asylum at 
Maryborough might have been avoided. 

I am also desired to state that, in order that no steps 
on His Excellency’s part may be wanting, as far as is 
possible, by regulations, to provide against misunder- 
standing and collision of authority in future, His Excel- 
lency will cause certain alterations in the rules to be 
laid before the Privy Council for consideration.

Circular to Proprietors of Private Lunatic Asylums regarding Non-Observance of Act 
5 & 6 Vic., c. 123. 



Office of Lunatic Asylums, 
Dublin Oastle, 11th Jane,, 1860. 

Sir, — The non-observance, in many points, of the Act 
B and 6 Vic., c. 123, having been brought under the 
notice of the Inspectors, and particularly with reference 
to the admission of patients, the Orders and Medical 
Certificates, the discharges, and the transmission of 
documents to this Office within the time appointed by 
the Act, I am directed to draw your attention to the 
fact that the Law considers the subject of such import- 
ance as to regard the wilful neglect to comply with its 



requirements as a misdemeanor ; and to inform yon, in 
consequence of the frequent occurrence of irregularities 
of the nature indicated, that the Inspectors will feel 
themselves compelled to enforce a strict compliance in 
future with the provisions of the Statute.
